“The purpose of the coali¬ 
tion,” stated Marshall, executive 
director of the Houston chapter 
of Operation* Breadbasket, “is to 
give the poor and oppressed peo¬ 
ple of Texas, blacks, 'whites and 
(Chicanos, a voice in -their own 
destinies.” 

He said, “We have already 
outlined some .areas that need to 
•be -tackled immediately.” 

Recently, Marshall pointed 
out, the courts held it is unlaw¬ 
ful to keep a man imprisoned 
because he is not financially 
able to. pay a fine; 

He said the new group plans 
to obtain a jail and prison cen¬
